Not only w a s there an absence of 
dairy cattle and fancy breeding cattle 
as

ranches, but Mr. Frazier says that h e 
did not meet any of the dairymen from 
the southern portion of the state. Him­ 
self and his partner, Mr. Breaee, w e r e 
the only southern breeders to be. seen 
around 
the stock 
barns 
where the 
prizes were awarded. There may have 
been 
other breeders 
from the south 
present, but Mr. Frazier claims a good 
acquaintance with the important ones 
of this end of the state, and he did 
not s e e them 
there. 


This, 
Mr. 
Frazier 
believes, Is 
because Southern California 
has no 
representation on the hoard of .direc­ 
tors, or commission, 
which 
governs 
the big annual fair. 
That this is a 
big mistake, the Covina c:ittie fancier 
(Irmly 
believes, as there 
Is a huge 
amount of good advertising going to 
waste, and the impression is being al­ 
lowed 
to stand 
that 
Southern 
Cali­ 
fornia has no fancy 
dairy cattle, or 
any good breeding stock. 
The Covina 
man is sure that the cattlo 
breeders 


of the south should get busy and put 
It up to the governor that the terri­ 
tory south of the Tehachepi is desir­ 
ous of being counted in at the next 
annual event. 
That w e have not been 
represented before Is our own fault, 
the dairyman says. 


Mr'. Frazier did not exhibit at the 
state fair, although he has some of the 
best-bred Jerseys In the state. 
The 
reason w h y he didn't exhibit is put 
down by the dairyman to a lack of 
knowledge tWat the fair w a s operated 
on such a large scale. 


Mr. Frazier h a s spent a good deal 
of 
time and study in selecting his 
herd of cattle. 
A bull that h e Is 
specially pleased with is his "Merry 
Maiden's Conquest," entered in the 
annals of stockdom 
a s 
"A.J.C.C.H.R. 
100071." 
He is sired by Merry Maid­ 
en's third son, grand champion at the 
world's fair In St. 
Louis' 
In 1904, 
known to the world of stockmen a s 
the "best Jersey blood that ever flow­ 
ed in the veins of cattle." 
His grand- 
dam won the sweepstakes at the Chi­ 
cago world's fair in 1003. 


Then, among his Jersey milkers is 
Crete'sla 
Mella 
Flossie, 
numbered 
In the book, 207,040. 
This cow is from 
the famous Greenfield herd at Moravia, 
New 
York.

ELECTRIZING OF ESPEE THROUGH VALLEY IS 


FORESHADOWED BY REMOVAL OF TRAINS 


"No. 
33," which is the train west­ 
bound at 10:30 in the morning, and 


"No. 
36," which 
arrives 
at 
Covina 
eastbound at 6:56 in the evening, have 
been removed from the Southern Pa­ 
cific train service on the line through 
Covina. 
This change is effective at 12 
o'clock at noon, October 5; 
These 


f t r a i n s run between Redlands and Los 
Angeles. When this change goes into 
effect, trains No. 31 and. No. 34 will 
stop on being flagged at Declez, Bas- 
Jsett, EI Monte and San Gabriel. 
These are the new orders sent out 


' by Superintendent of Traffic W. H. 
"Whalen, and it means that the South­ 
ern Pacific line through Covina will 
have dne passenger train in the morn­ 
ing arid one passenger train in the 
evening every day. 
The removal of 


N the trains as spoken of above places 
the Southern Pacific passenger service 
for Covina back into the old place 
where it was years rfgo when the line 
through Covina had just been put into 
commission. 


The reason for the cutting down 
of passenger trains is very apparent 
to any observer, as the passenger traf­ 
fic practically all goes over the Pacific 
Electric. 
With a fast electric service 
between Covina and Los Angeles, with 
trains running every three-quarters of 
an hour, the, steam trains have been 


relieved of their passngers. 
The Red- 
lands trains will be switched'on to the 
main line at Pomona, instead of com- 
ind over the spur line through Covina. 


This is one of the preliminery steps 
that leads to the eventual electrizing 
of the steam road through Covina. Tt 
will not be long now before the steam 
road through Covina, Bassett, Bald­ 
win Park*, El Monte and San Gabriel 
will be used for the big double-truck 
passenger trains, as 1B already the case 
from a point near San Dlmas to Gane- 
sha junction. 


This mens that the country known 
as West Covina and Bassett, 
lying 
near to the southwest of Covina, will 
soon have an electric car service In­ 
stead of a steam service. Electric oars 
will be. passing through this walnut 
country at the rate of one an hour 
when the steam road Is electrized. It 
is not at all improbable but that the 
Pomona electric cars will pass over 
this line instead of coming through Co­ 
vina on the original electric tracks, as 
they do now. 


The Bassett station is only a short 
distance from Puente. 
With an elec­ 
tric service on this old steam line, 
the Puente people will b albe to go in 
and out to Los Angeles with as good 
an electric service as Covina now en­ 
joys. 
It will open up a big farming 
district to fast passenger service. 


STRAWBERRIES AND TOMATOES PROFITABLE 


FOR RANCHERS IN THE LA PUENTE DISTRICT 


Something 
like 
$60,000 has 
been 
handled thus far this year by Ed O. 
McCaige, local commission agent in 
Puente for the California Fruit Grow­ 


ers' 
Association of Los Angeles, all 
of which has come from Puente lands 
through the raising of 
strawberries 
and 
blackberries, 
principally 
straw­ 
berries. 


The season is not by any means at 
an end. The first shipments began to 
come in on April 28, and the average 
for the summer has been 500 crates 
a day. The strawberries will continue 
to bear until the heavy rains begin to 
rot the fruit. 
Frost does not do nearly 
as much damage to strawberries as 
does the soaking rains. 


The Peter Feddersohn ranch on the 
Puente road is the biggest producer. 
Here there *are 100 acres leased 
to 
the Japanese, who have worked out 
one of the finest systems for straw­ 
berry raising that can be found 
In 
the whole valley. 
There are 
about 
thirty families of them at work on 
this ranch. It keeps about three men 
working steadily to each acre, and In 
the midsummer rush season, at least 
500 Japanese are at work on the Fed­ 
dersohn 
ranch. 
They 
constitute 
a 
small village of homes and buildings. 
The 
Feddersohn 
ranch 
is 
supplied 
with irrigating water 
from 
private 
wells and reservoirs, and this ranch, 
which has been made out of the grain 
lands in the last three years, is one 
of the most highly productive in the 
state. 
Strawberries and 
blackberries 
have paid big money to both the own­ 
ers of the land and the lessees. 
The 
fruit is planted as an 
intermediate 
crop between the young walnut trees. 
BIG STRAWBERRY PATCHES. 


There are also thirty acres of straw­ 
berries on the W. Smith ranch and 
fifty acres of the Forman ranch .are 
planted to them. 
Over In the 
foot­ 
hills, in what Is known as the Whit- 
tier extension, there are an additional 
twenty acres. Ed McCaige has been 
"busy all summer, billing this fruit out 
over the Southern Pacific to El Paso, 
Mexico, Las Vegas, Montana, Idaho, 
Arizona, 
and 
to 
farther 
eastern 
points. 
All the fruit has gone Wells 
Fargo. 
In a pinch, when the demand 
for strawberries has been sharp, the 
big Overland 
passenger trains 
have 
been stopped at Puente, and express 
cars have been loaded with fruit for 
Arizona and New Mexico. 
The soil 
•of the Puente district has been found 
to be peculiarly adaptable to the grow­ 
ing of small fruits. 
"Mr. Ed," as the 
Japanese call McCaige, has been able 
to get good prices throughout the sum­ 
mer for the Japanese, and they wear 
smiles 
that 
are 
more 
than 
usually 
wide and bland. 


THE TOMATO CROP. 


Besides the amount of tomatoes be­ 
ing consumed by the two canneries, 
•which are now in the full helghth of 
the canning season, there l» a big 
amount of ,whole tomatoes being ship­ 
ped by the box to the Los Angeles 
canneries, 
through 
the 
agency 
of 
McCaige. 
The California Fruit Grow­ 


ers' 
Association contracts for this fruit 
in the field. 
There are 400 acres in 
the Whittier extension district, 
and 
two hundred acres in the Puente dis­ 
trict. 
Tomatoes yield about ten tons 
to the acre of salable fruit on 
the 
average, although some ranchers have 
raised as high as twenty-eight 
tons 
t o the acre. 


™The tomatoes in bulk bring to the 
grower about $7.10 a ton, which mak­ 
es a net amount to the grower of 
$71:00 to the acre. 
The tomatoes in 
the Puente district will bring in about 
$42,000 
to 
the 
growers 
this 
year; 
strawberries, in the neighborhood of 
$60,000; black-eye beans and 
llmas, 
about $33,000; alfalfa estimated at $50- 


000, 
and the walnut cron, not yet har­ 
vested at about $80,000. 


As Mr. McCaige expressed it this 
week, the Puente valley feels pros­ 
perous, because it was not Injured by 
the frost of last year, #.s the district 
does not grow the kind of crops that 
could be injured in that way. 
The 
big rancho is settling up so rapidly 
with farmers that the business of the 
town is experiencing the biggest boom 
it ever had. 


Big Bean Cleaner 
• Winds Up Crop 


Seven hundred sacks a day are be­ 
ing 
cleaned 
through 
the 
big 
bean 
cleaner in the warehouse of the Puente 
Mercantile company. 
W. E. Newton 
said this week that practically all the 
black-eye beans 
are 
now in 
under 
cover, and that If the rains hold off 
another two weeks, every marketable 
bean will be in the warehouse or on 
its way to market. 


The bean cleaner is being operated 
by a force of about twelve 
women, 
who pick out the lumps of dirt as 
the beans pass over the endless belt. 
One man is kept busy dumping sacks 
into the hopper, and another sewing 
up the sacks of cleaned beans. 
The 
work of taking in the beans from the 
wagons of the ranchers, keeps 
two 
receivers busy all the time.

Covina is the largest community situated on this interior boule­ 
vard thai 
branches away from the Pomona boulevard at 
Massed. 
The boulevard runs through territory that is largely known as the 
Covina valley, and over which the mails are distributed out of the 
Covina postoffice.fUKxcepting the strip nil this road that runs through 
Maldwin Park, the territory surrounding this boulevard is all served 
by the Covina postoffice until it runs into the Charter Oak district. 


It is a logical name 1'or the road. It. will put the name of Covina on 
Hie county road-maps. 
The local organizations here should embrace 
Uiis idea and .help to get it before the board of supervisors.

'Do you know where the old Moncbrake orchard is, on the north­ 
west of Covina? 
Here is an orchard, now owned by a scientist and 
astronomer employed by Carnegie on Mount Wilson, which brought 
the owner over $10,000. in lemons this year. 
It didn't freeze last 
year, although the Covina oranges did. 


Literally thousands of acres of vacant land lie west of the old 
Bonebrake orchard, known as the San Cabriel river desert. 
The land 
is no different 
from that upon which this fine lemon orchard 
is 
growing. 


Follow this desert up to the north of Baldwin Park,-and. rlteVp 
going north in a straight line.

The question of fare reductions will be carefully 
gone over before the commission, and the investigation will be begun 
as soon as possible. 
Towns need not punglc up large sums of money 


for this purpose.

be surprised at the'manner in which the commission decides, just as 
the public has been surprised at other revelations that have come 
from this commission through the probing into the affairs of cor­ 
poral ions and companies.
